The result always hag been 
either a partisan report with undigested, 
radical changes or a partisan report 
with no real changes. The undigested, 
radical report has created disturbance 
without effecting cure and has resulted 
in an increased tariff a few years later. 

“Let us Insist upon rigid and intelli- 
gent investigation. Let a commission 
be appointeg of senators and represen- 
tatives of both parties. Add to that com. 
mission the most learned exponents of 
political economy, chosen by recognized 
institutions of learning. Add to them 
men who.represent the importer and ex- 
porter, manufacturer and consumer, 
chosen by the chambers of commerce of 
our centers of civic strength; call in au- 
thorized representatives of organized la- 
bor ana of the Farmers’ Grange, and, 
after all sides have been heard, such % 
tariff conference will have enlightened 
the people of this country as to the 
best remedies. Then congress can act. 

“The trouble heretofore has been that 
the people have had no voice in the 
tariff schedule after their votes had 
placed the power of discrimination and 
decision in the hands of one party or 
the other. It is a partisan committee 
that deals with tariff reform, whichever 
party is in power. Before it, with pre- 
pared schedules, come the personal rep- 
resentatives of each powerful protected 
interest that has by money contribution 
to campaign funds insured victory to 
the party in power. 

“Tet us then have a commission not 
conmyposed entirely of men who are de- 
pendent upon political contributions for 
continuance in office. Let the peopie 
themselves be upon the pench of the 
court that is to pass judgment upon 
matters affecting their most vital inter- 
ests. Out of the discussions and vast 
informaition resultant from @ national 
tariff conference, composed of men who 
represent ewery recognized branch of 
American trade, commerce, 
development, will come the light 
truth. 

“For my part,

I believe that as soon 
as the American people have reasonable 
opportunity to learn where tariff ete 
is, they will enact it into law by tne 
light of their superior common sense.

PANIC NARROWLY AVERTED 


Fire in the Masonic Temple Scared 
Party on seventeenth Floor. 
Chicago, October 25.—Three hundred 
people were enjoying themselves in the 
assembly hall on the seventeenth floor 
of the Masonic Temple last midnight, 
when fire started on the fourth floor, 
spread to the seventh and filled the 
upper part of the building with smoke.

Second Protest Made Against $400,000 Court House— 
Beautification of Atlanta Urged by the Grand 
Jury in Presentments. 


after reiterating the protest made si. 


special presentments two or three days 
ago against the building of a new $400,- 
000 court house, the Fulton county 
grand jury yesterday afternoon ques- 
tioned the legality of the $100,000 tax 
imposed by the commissioners of Ful- 
ton county for this purpose and ap- 
pealed to Judge Pendleton, of the Ssu- 
perior court, for all necessary relief. 

The grand jury further expressed the 
opinion that the tax is unnecessary and 
stated that their opinion of its illegal- 
ity was based upon the law as they had 
it read to them by Solicitor Hill. 

The grand jury touched upon the 
question: of mautifying the city of At- 
lanta and urged the organization of a 
non-political metropolitan improvement 
commission, empowered to employ a 
competent landscape artist, and recom- 
mended that every possible step be 
taken to enhance the attractivnees of 
the city. 

The grand jury also reported that 
they have made a thorough investiga- 
tion of all the county institutions and

As the law authorizes a levy for 
court house purposes onty when it is neces- 
sary, and as this grand jury is of the firm 
opinion that a new court house is not neces- 
sary, for the reasons set forth in our special 
presentments on this subject, we have grave 
doubts as to the legality of the tax for a new 
court house voted by the commissioners and 
about to be levied. We have respect for the 
county commissioners personally and official- 
ly, and have no desire to trench on the power 
given. them by law: but doubting the legality 
of the proposed tax, aware of the confusion 
and strife apt to occur if it be fought, taking 
also info consideration the Plight of the com- 
missioners should they be held personally li- 
able in case they levy an illegal tax, we ap- 
peal to this honorable court for light on this” 
subject, and if possible fer relief. We present 
to the court the fact that a new $400,000 
court house in plainly unnecessary; that it is 
the publicly announced purpose of the com- 
missioners to build the same notwithstanding; 
that a tax has been levied for the purpose 
and, & about to be collected. “And we respect- 
fully ask of the court such protection for 
the citizens of Fulton county as it may be fn 
the court’s power to give, to prevent the col- 
lection of such apparently unnecessary tax. 


Public Schools, 


_ The schools of the county system reopened 
in September wt®r dn increased attendance— 
so large at three schools as to require over- 
flow buildings. The enrollment for the term 
which closed last June was 4,466, but this 
year it will exceed that number by several 
hundred, Since the number of children of 
school age was given in the last census at 
but little more tian 7,000, it will be seen 
that the county schools have enrolled about 
70 per cent of the children of school age, 
which is somewhere above the average. 

Two new schools have been completed withis 
the last three months: Egan Park and Faith, 
the first being valued at $3,000, the second 
at $8,600. The county furnished $1,800 for 
these two schools, the rest of the money re- 
quired to construct them being raised by sub- 
scription in the communities served. 

There are now eighty-nine teachers in the 
county schools, and we believe they are do- 
ing excellent work. 

We recommend the superintendent, Mr, L, 
M. Brittain, of the excellent judgmentghown 
in the selection of teachers, and good man- 
agement of the entire system. 

The board of education is at present come 
posed of Mr. W. R. B. Whittier, a prominent 
manufacturer; Mr. R. L. Hope, a leading 
physician; Mr. J. D. Bradwell, one of the 
county’s strongest young lawyers; Mr. 8. B.

‘These gentlemen coming 
trom different sections of the county and 
representing, as they do, different vocations, 
have brought to the discnarge of their duties 
that wisdom and experience which has had so 
much to do with the success of our county 
school system. We cannot too strongly com- 
mend the policy of the board which gives the 
fullest possible latitude to the superintendent 
of public schools. With a boar@-ridden sys- 
tem, such results as our county schools are 
now enjoying could never have been achieved, 

The county is due a vote of thanks to these 
gentlemen who have given so freely of their 
time and thought to this great interest of 
our community.

It is 
believed also that the mere fact that 
they are to be issued will so far re- 
store confidence that runs upon banks 
will cease, so that it will not be nec- 
essary to keep certificates outstanding 
for any considerable time. Already the 
strong city banks are receiving large 
deposits from persons who haye with- 
drawn their money from institutions 
which have fallen under suspicion.

Will Import Gold. 


Late in the afternoon a favorable 
light was cast upon the prospects of 
imports of gold by a sudden fall in 
foreign exchange. The market has 
been practically at a standstill for sev- 
eral days, with large offerings of bills 
and few takers.

New low Record Was Made 
Yesterday, 


There Was a Sharp Raliy in the 
Late Trading and the Market 
Closed Firm Net Un- 
changed to Twelve 
Points Lower. 
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New York, October 25.—The cvotion market 
was very unsettled 4uring today’s session, and 
after making new low records for the season 
had quite a sharp rally in the late trading. The 
close was firm, net unchanged to 12 points 
lower. Sales were estimated at 400,000 bales. 
The opening was barely steady at an ad- 
vance of 9@18 points, on covering and in 
sympathy with the high Liverpoo! cables, 
which were probably influenced by the better 
tone of the London etock market. Reports 
of further difficulties tn trust and panking 
circles here and in New England, and pri- 
vate wires from the south, predicting 4 
stampede amo holders in the western belt, 
tion "trostened the local market and during 
the middle session prices showed a net loss 
of 19@82 points on active months under bear 
pressure. January sold at 10.08, or 204 
points below the high level of September. 
Notwithstanding the further failures reported 
among financial institutions, general senti- 
ment seemed a little more cheerful during 
the afternoon and in the late trading prices 
rallied sharply on rumors of reduced crop 
estimates, Liverpool buying and covering of 
shorts. Last prices were 15 to 18 points up 
feom the lowest on active months. Southern

Prices rope 
rapidly in the latter part of the day and 
closed strong at the best prices. There was 
present. the hope that by Monday next, when 
the loans must be renewed, the situation will 
be so far cleared up that the money satrin- 
gency will be sensibly relaxed and saner 
conditions established.
